The  District  encircles  the  MTuni cip al  Borough  of  Chorley,  and  is  bounded 
on  the  North  by  vTalton-le-Dale  U.  D.  , I eyland  U.D.  , amd  Preston  R.  D„  , on  the  South 
by  Higan  R.D,,  Standish  U.  D,  , Adlington  U.  D.  , and  Honvich  U,  D.  , on  the  Tfest  by 
Uost  Lancashire  R.D.,  -and  on  the  East  by  Blackburn  R, D. , Yvithnoll  U,D.  , and  Turton 


The  District  is  varied  in  character,  and  whilst  there  is  considerable 
industry,  some  parts  of  the  District  are  roally  rural. 


Agriculture  predominates  in  the  area  which  has-  its  share 
land.  In  addition  there  is  of  course  cotton  spinning  and  weaving, 
Roval  Ordnance  factory  in  the  District  is  an  industry  on  its  avm, 
carried  on  in  sever-al  parishes,  and  the  old  craft  of- basket  rnnking 
on  in  Mawdesley.  There  are  in  addition  vast  industries  in  some  of 
areas  which  provide  work  for  residents  of  the  District.

The  total  number  of  infeotious  diseases  notified  during  the  year  was  381 

This  figure  is  considerably  higher  than  the  previous  year  (211 ), 

Reference  to  pages  6 and  7 show  the  difference  is  caused  in  the  main 
by  the  increas  in  the  oases  of  Measles  and  Hhooping  Oough  reported,  there 
were  also  15  more  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria. 


There  was  one  case  of  food  poisoning  in  the  District  during  the  year, 
the  parson  concerned  was  a long  distance  lorry  driver  and  the  causative 
organism  (Salmonella  Stanley)  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  he  contracted 
the  sickness  well  outside  the  area. 

There  were  tvio  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  (paralytic)  reported,  and 
unfortunately  one  case,  a man  of  middle  age,  proved  fatal.
